Mackenzie and Mann may Rush Con. 
struction of Line Into Calgery— 
Law Suits in Dispute Will All Be 
Dropped—Litigation Arose from C. 
N. R. Interfering with Rosebud 
Valley Irrigation Ditch. 


Calgary.—The trouble between the 
Canadian Northern and the Canadian 
‘Pacific is at an end and the _ first 
named road will be rushed into Cal- 
gary with all the speed possible. This 
is the result of a second conference be- 
tween representatives of the Canadian 


Northern and J, 8. Dennis, assistant} 
to the vice president of the Canadian | 
Pacific, at tie conclusion of which} 
Mr. Dennis handed out the following 
official statement: 

“At a second conference, held re- 
cently between representatives of the 
Canadian Northern and J. 8. Dennis, 
assistant to the vice-president of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, a further 
agreement wus reached in compliance | 
with the provisional order of the 
board of railway commissioners, under 
which the C. N. R. are allowed to con- 
tinue the construction of their limit of 
the agreement concluded between 
these railroads on the 20th inst., 
through the irrigation block of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad into the city 
of Calgary. 

With the signing of this agreement 
the Canadian Northern railway, which | 
for the past three months has been} 
unsuccessfully attempting to force 
its line through the irrigation block, 
will be rushed forward into Calgary.” 

It is now three months ago that the! 
C. P. R. made the first move in the 
matter of stopping the Canadian} 
-Northern from damaging their irriga- | 
tion works in the Rosebud valley dis-| 
trict. At that time many people open- | 
ly accused the C, P, R. of trying to} 
keep the work of the Canadian Nor- 
thern held back, but from the celerity | 
with which everything was arranged 
once the officials of the two roads got 
together, this story would appear to 
be property refuted, | 

“If we had been approached by the 
Canadian Northern in the first) place 
and a proper agreement made,* there 
would have been no trouble at all,” 
said a C, P. R. official. 4 

“As it was the C. N. R. went ahead 
and tried to force their way over our 
property, making no provi:ion for 
the protection of our irrigation ditch | 
or for proper bridges and structures 
over same, and we were compelled to 
take steps to protect ourselves. Since 
then we have got together and made | 
an agreement that fully protects us| 
and is satisfactory to the é N. R., 80 
their work will be rushed ahead now 
ond Calgary will be benefitted.”

line was signed by J. 8. Dennis and 
the C. N. R. engineers, The agree-| 
ment was signed on the 20th inst., | 
the last day given by the railway) 
board for the settlement of the dis- 

ute as to this part of the line, who, 
nad advised both companies that they | 
would reach an amicable settlement. 

After the settlement of the first part | 
of the line under dispute was arranged | 
the board issued a further provision: 
order asking the representatives of 
the two companies to get togethe 
again on an agreement for that par 
of the line from mileage 206 to the} 
city of Calgary. This time the con-! 
testants were given until Saturday, | 
August 27, to settle the dispute, but) 
they seftled it three days ahead of 
time when they signed the agreement. 

The agreement which provides for 
the protection of the C. N. R. canals! 
and the erection of proper bridges, 
culverts and structures of all kinds, 
marks the end of the dispute, as the 
cases against the contractors and sub. 
contractors will probably be dropped 
on the payment of the costs incurred 
so far by the defendants, who are said/ 
to be still liable for trespass, as the 
agreement did not go into effect until 
August 30. 

The signing of the agreement which 
allows the work to be proceeded with 
at once is looked upon very favorably | 
by all the business men of the city, 
as the failure of the two companies | 
to get together amicably would have 
meant that the matter would have 
had to be referred to Ottawa and back 
countless times, and that the work on 
the new road would have been de- 
layed considerably,

Calgary.—Receipts at the Land 
Titles’ office during August of this 
year amounted to $11,600 against 
$7,770 for the corresponding period 
last year, which is an increase in the 
receipts of $3,630, or over 50 per cent. 

During the month just drawing to a 
close there were 122 immigrants regis- 
tered at the immigration hall, which 
is very nearly twice the number regis- 
tered in the same month last year, 

The bank clearings for Augu t were 
$15,052,196 as compared with $8,259,- 
216, an increase of $4,792,980 or 57.79 
per cent. 

The land office returns which com- 
pares favorably with those of last 
year, show that during the month 
84,800 acres of land were taken up. 
This is made up as follows: Home- 
steads, 143; homesteads and pre-emp- 
tions, 178; pre-emptions, 21; purchased 
homesteads, 10. ~ 

The customs returns also show their 
usual increase, the returns this month 
being over 65 per cent. more than 
they were for August, 1909. In figures, 
the 1909 returns amount to $53,730.67, 
while the approximate figures for 
August, 1910, are $84,000. The in- 
crease in entries is about 50 per cent.

TREES FOR PRAIRIES 


DOMINION HORTICULTURALIST 
ON TREE PLANTING 


Prof. Macoun Speaks in Enthusiastic 
Manner of His Work—No Reason 
Why the Prairie Farms Should Not 
Be among the Most Beautiful in 
the World—Apple Growing on the 
Western Plains. : 


Winnipeg. — “The farms on the 
prairies ought to be as beautiful as any 
in the world.” The speaker was Prof, 
W. T. Macoun, Dominion horticultur- 
alist, who has just completed a tour 
of the government experimental farms 
in the west. His appointment is a 
new one created this year. He was 
formerly horticulturalist at the experi- 
mental farm at Ottawa, and the work 
of inspecting the bianch farms 
throughout Canada’ was accomplished 
by Dr. Saunders, the superintendent, 
but in future these important duties 
will be undertaken by each of the 
specialists. 

Professor Macoun has just visited 
the experimental farms at_ Brandon, 
Indian Head, Rosthern, Scott, La- 
combe, Lethbridge, and Agassiz, B.C. 

Among the most interesting experi- 
ments being conducted on the prairie 
farms are those with fruit trees, A 
variety of apples has been evolved 
by Dr. Saunders that thrives well on 
tae prairies, and plums flourish read- 
ily under the conditions that are so 
favorable to wheat. It has also been 
proved that many of the most beauti- 
ful annuals and perennials among the 
flowers will grow luxuriantly on the 
prairies, and it was this fact that 
caused the professor to make the 
statement that commences this ar- 
ticle. Many ornamental trees and 
shrubs can also be grown, and the 
visitor believed that in the future the 
prosperous prairie farmer would make 
iis home a little paradise set amidst 
beautiful flowers and shrubs. 


Asked about the crop, the professor | 


thought it was going to be far bet- 
ter than was generally supposed, 

Around Regina and Indian Head 
und the country in that locality is one 
great wheat field, and the yield is to 
be a record one in abundance. At 
Indiun Head Angus McKay secured 
fifty-four bushels to the acre, a record 
for that part of the country. 


Like other experts who have passed , 


through. Professor Macoun thought 
the dry season had provided a strik- 
ing demonstration of the importance 
and effectiveness of good farming. At 
many places throughout the west the 
striking sete was seen of a good 
field of wheat side by side with grain 
that woull scarcely pay for the trou- 
ble of threshing. 

Horticulture runs in the Macoun 
bloot; the professor is the son_ of 
Professor John Mac un, who explor- 
ed the prairies for the Dominion goy- 
ernment in 1872. It was la:gely his 
fayeriible reports that first sroused 
any considerable interest in this pait 
of Canada.

HOMESTEADERS TAKE UP LAND 


At the Calgary Land Office 112 Quarter 
Sections Were Disposed of to 
Intending Settlers 
Calgary.—The government of the 
Dominion of Canada entered into an 
agreement last week with a number of 
homesteaders to give them an abso- 
lutely free title to 112 quarter sections 
of land at the expiration of three 
years, should they fulfil the require-

This represents almost 18,000 acres 
of land, or about seven-ninths of a 
township.

Most of those who filed had made 
several selections of land before they 
came here, and, in the event of their 
first choice being taken before they 
renched the counter, they still had 
other homesteads on which they could 
file, and were not forced to go away 
disappointed.

THE FUTURE OF AUSTRALIA, 
Central Part of the Great Island Is 


Practically Useless. 


Anyone wtv looks at the map cf 
Australia must be struck oy the un- 
charted desolation.of the great central 


| area cf the island c ntiaent The cities 


and the railroads constitute the mer- 
est marginal tringe of evidence of civ- 
ilization, and the rivere which would 
offer possiblities of irrigation are con- 
spicuous by absence. ‘Through the 
middle of the map, across the white 
region marked “unexplored,” te a@ 
dotted line 1epresenting the course of 
the telegraph wires, that are the sole 
links of the northern :ni svuthern 
coasts. The country kas never been 


| crossed betwixt east and wesi. 


At a recent meeting of the Roysl 
Geographical Society, <irof. J. W. 
Gregory maintained that no system ot 
irrigation will ever be possible in the 
practically rainless interior of Aus 
tralia, except along the banks of the 
Darling and Murray Rivers. There 
are flowing wells in Queenstown and 
New South Wales, but their mabey is 
inconstant and inadequate. But in 
western Australia the discovery of a 
wide-spread subterranean deposit ct 
fresh water makes it possible to pro- 
phecy with reason a great agricultural 
and pastoral future for that region. 

In Central Australia there will prob- 
ably never be any considerable settle- 


| ment, except in the limited area of the 


mining fields. Recently discovered 
gold fields in the centre of the con- 
tinent are proving, as throughout the 
course of human hiatory, a potent lure 
to bring the restless and feverish pros- 
pectors from the cities of the coast. 
As Prof. Gregory pointed out, all the 
centres of population hitherto have 
been on the coast, and there is no in- 
land city with more than 560,000 in- 
habitants. It was thought that the 
little town ot Bourke, on the Darling 
River, would prove to be the Chicago 
of Australia, but the population, num- 
bering 2,600 in 1905, continues to 
dwindle, 

The artesian well may yet prove to 
be the salvation of interior Australia. 
Borings on the route of the proposed 
transcontinental railway in western 
Australia have shown the presence of 
water 340 miles from Kalgoorile, and 
Sir John Forster is confident of find 
ing a subterranean supply of water 
which may result in reclaiming to the 
use of civilized mankind some 30,000,- 
000 acres of what has hitherto been re- 
garded as one of the irredeemable 
waste places of the earth.

used by it for the purposes of educa- 
tion. 

At the Francis sale an average price 
of $17.17 per acre was received, the

REFORM IN BRITISH PRISONS, 


Churchill Boldly Does What Many 
Have Tried to Do. 


Right Hon. Winston Churchill, the 
new ey Mar Home Secretary, has, 
during the few months he has been fo 
office, boldly done what many Bng- 
lish prison retormers have been vainly 
endeavoring to get done for years, 
This brilliant young politician has an- 
nounced a series of reforms in the 
British penitentiary system. It is said 
that Churchill will do more than miti- 
ga‘e the horrors of solitary imprison: 
ment. He will introduce legislation 
dealing with offenders between the 
ages of 16 and 21. Instead of being 
sent to prison the youths who have 
not committed serious offenses will be 
subjected merely to some sort of drill 
or Roan instruction which will be 
both punitive and salutary. This re- 
form, it is believed, will save 6,000 
lade from prison every year. . 

There will be changes in the treat 
ment of political offenders, including, 
suffragists. They will enjoy many 

rivileges. Prison clothes need not 

« worn, ‘There will be. no compul- 
sory baths, nv search, no hair-cutting 
and no cell-cleaning. 

Free exercise with the right of con- 
versation will be permitted twice 
daily, also visits from friends, and 
booka not dealing with current events 
may be read. Lectures or concerts 
will be given four times a year in the 
convict prisons taroughout the coun- 
try.

Another Huge Gem. 

A report has reached London, from 
Johannesburg, South Africa, of the 
finding of another large. diamond in 
the Premier mine.

The Premier mine became world 
famous in January, 1905, when the 
Cullinan diamon. was discovered 
This gem, the largest ever 
found, weighed 3,032 carats in the 
rough.

cial benefit. Under the Act, however, homesteaders have equal rights 
with irrigationists, and naturally homesteaders when Jocating in the 
Irrigation District secure ‘the most desirable claims bordering on river, 
creck and lake, While exclusive riparian rights are not granted, the 
tact of this land being alienated from the Crown will mean that the cost 
of constructing irrigation systems to serve the land farther back will be- 
come prohibitive, as the government docs not reserve right of way for 
irrigation canals or dams when granting homesteads bordering on our 
steams and lakes, 

The irrigationist is, therefore, at the mercy of the homesteader, -It 
therefore would appear that in some cases very desirable tracts of land 
will not be servel by water by reason of the fact that said tracts are 
located at some little distance from the nearest available stream necessi~ 


ri tty tating the construction of canals through land controlled by lomestead- 


ers, Some irrigationists may have a happy experience in their dealings 
with homesteaders and be able to secure a right of way at a reasonable 
figure, but there is no surety of this, as the government lias passed no 
logis!ation establishing a fair and equitable basis of settlement between 
irrigationists and homesteader. True, the irrigationist may expropriate, 
hut those who merely wish to instal a small system do not feel justified 
in commencing such proceedings. 

It is unfortunate that.any such obstacle should be placed in the way 
of those {desiring to construct water distributing systems, especially in 
view of the acknowledged possibility of large areas in the southern poer- 
tions of Alberta and Saskatchewan which, if served by irrigation systems 
are capable of producing maximum crops, while if not served with water 
will only give a scant return as a range for live stock. 

The success of the West will be measured by its producing ability, 
und we may therefore ¢onélude that we will not meet with the success 
that is our heritage intl sudhetime ag the districts” Of low precipitution 
are dotted with private irrigation systems. 

Government action isnecessary, and immediately, in order that the 
greatest area possible be résérved for development under irrigation, 

Let the man who wishes to secure Crown Jandsadjoiniug the streams 
in the Irrigation District, undertake to provide, when possible, a water 
distributing system. If he will not do this, then let him secure lands 
back from the stream and let the governinent reserve ateas that will per- 
mit of systeins being built and operated at a reasonable figure. 

In addition to these precautions the government should, when grant- 
ing homesteads and pre-emptions bordering on waters available for irri- 
gation, make a reservation that will allow the irrigationist to later secure 
aright of way for his canals and ditches if same require to pass through 
the land in question. Such action will build cities where now we have 
sidings and will make intensive agriculture possible in districts now only 
fit for the tanging of live stock. 

It is to be hoped that the Western Canada Irrigation Association 
and the Associated Boards of ‘Trade will be able to influence the govern- 
ment to take action.

|. To the Lord Chamberlain of the 
HS ect court is irtrusted the delicate | 
and certainly unpleasant mission of 
quietly intimating to men and wo- 
men, sometimes of the highest rank, 


jthat their presence at court and at } 
entertaininents which royalty may at j 


| tend is no longer welcome. 

These intimations are not necessar- 
ily the result of any public scandal 
They are sometimes a manifestation 
of royal disapproval of conduct and 
of indiscretions that are known to re- 
latively very few. It is in this way 
that King Petre and Queen Mary, 
like Edward VII and Queen Alexan.- 
dra in the previous reign, may be said 
to police unobtrusively English so- 
ciety. 

Queen Alexandra took a far more 
active part in this than is general] 
known, True, she is reluctant at all 
times to believe * ong of anyone, and, 
differing from Queen Victoria, has 4 
hatred for posse. For the old Queen 
used to delight in knowing everything 
that was going on in society, and in } 
being kept thoroughly posted by her 
ladies in waiting. But once Queen 
Alexandra had her attention drawn 
to conduct of which she disapproved, 
she became adamant in her refusal to 
hold dy further intercourse with the 
person in question.

PRINCESS LOUISE LOOKED ON 
AS DOMINION'S OWN. 


She Chose George of Argyle as Her 
Husband by Dancing With Him at 
a State Ball—She Did the troning 
for a Woman Whose Daughter Was 
Going to See the Princess—She Is. 
a Very Capable Sculptress. 


The announcement that at the ex- | 
piration of Earl Grey’s tenure of of- 
fice the Duke of Connaught, brother | 
of the late King Edward VII, will 
be, Governor-General of the Domin- 
ion of Canada, recalls the ¢ime when 
Princess Louise, with the Marquis 
of Lorne (the Duke of Argyll) lived 
in Canada. She was the first and, 
so far, the only one of the royal line | 
to take up residence in Canada for | 
a time. 

Many interesting tales could be 
told of tne life of Princess Louise. 
She is one of Britain’s energetic prin- 
cesses, and just recently (Murch 18) 
celebrated her sixty-second birthday. 
The Duchess of Argyll’s birthday 
was spent in the quasi-seclusion 
which marked the court of Queen 
Victoria succeeding the death of the 
Prince Consort. After the marriage 
of her next elder sister (now Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein) 
Princess Louise became the constant 
companion of her august mother, 
Queen Victoria, to whom she admir- 
ably devoted herself. 

It is well known that a royal prin. 
cess must’ broach the subject of

‘OW CANADA GETS ME 


SUPERINTENDENT SCOTT TELLS 
OF DEPARTMENT'S WORK. 


The Restrictions Placed Upon the 
Incoming Europeans Is Needed, 
Says Mr. Scott—Farm Laborers 
and Domestic Servants Are All 
Who Will Be Assisted and They 
Must Fulfill Their Contracts. 


In view of the bitter censure which 
| Canadian immigration laws have 
| been receiving lately in England, on 
| account of the deportation of a num- 
ber of English immigrants, it is in- 
teresting to read what Mr. Scott, the 
Dominion Superintendent of Immi- 
| gration, has to sny for his department 
in a recent issue of the Canadian 
Gazette. 

When asked about the restrictions 
which have aroused so much opposi- 
tion, not only in England but in cer. 
tain quarters in this country as well, 
Mr. Scott did not seek to mince mat. 
ters ot ull, but faced the issue blunt- 


| ly. He said: 
“IT hold that the restrictions are 
absolutely necessary. Until the 


came into force we were flooded wit 
immigrants who were no good. After 
all is ssid and done, is it too much 
to ask that every emigrant shall ar- 
| rive with $25 in his pocket? You 
would not think it too much to pos- 
sess in a strange country. You have 
| got to exist somehow until you find 
work, and it may be a fortnight or 
more before you receive your first 
pay. Then, again, we find ourselves 
obliged to insist thut assisted emi- 
grants shall go on to the land. Both 
regulations have been criticized. For 
instance, when exception from the 
| $25 rule is made in the case of agri- 
| cultural laborers and domestic ser- 
| vants, it is snid to be unfair to give 
a preference to one class.

domestic servants are the only peo- 
| ple the Canadian Immigration De- 
artment advises to come to Canadu.’ 
e know what we want, and we do 
| our best to get it. ‘As regards the 
regulation as to assisted emigrants, 
much fuss was made the other day 
about a man who,*after contracting 
to work on the land, broke his agree- 
ment, and went to work in a town. 
The man was compelled by the au- 
thorities to keep his word or be de- 
ported. It is all very well to say that 
the man was earning $4 a duy in the 
town, and at farm work he would get 
only $1 a day and his keep. The man 
broke his contract, and the depart- 
ment was obliged, for the suke of ex- 
ample, to muke him keep it. Be- 
sides, what guarantee was there that 
the work in the town would last?” 
With regard to the special case of 
British immigrants, Mr. Scott stated 
that of the total number of deporta- 
tions last year, which amounted to 
3,883 cases, England contributed 
2,309. Scotland came next with 323; 
while the United Statese was third 
with 264. When asked how he ac. 
counted for this surprising number 
of English cases, he replied: 
| “It is dificult to say. Perhaps it 
is that the men we want in Canada 
are the very men you do not want to 
lose, and the men you do not want 
are no good to us. Let me explain 
what I mean. If you have a factory 
employing 500 men, and you are com- 
pelled to reduce the number by 100, 
which men will you get rid of? Why, 
the 100 who are the worst workmen. 
| That ig what occurs very often in 
assisted emigration. The right sort 
of British emigrant is the salt of the 
earth. He will do well anywhere, 
and is a good asset to any country; 
| but the wrong sort is often very 
wrong.” 
Mr. Scott declared in conclusion 
that the present year promised to 
break all records for immigration in 
| Canada, It bade fair to greatly sur- 
| pass even the year 1907-8, during 

which Canada received 262,469 immi- 
| grants,
